At the Tuesday luncheon of the 
Cham ber of Commerce at the Totem 
Pole Cafe, the entire m eeting was 
devoted to an informal discussion 
of the highw ay and more particular­ 
ly that portion of it that form s the 
boulevard through C athedral City. 
Mrs. L. L. Brown of D istrict E n­ 
gineer E. O. Sullivan's office in­ 
spected the highway in company 
w ith P resident Hillery and the two 
com m ittees—Highway, composed of 
C. S. Cobb, A. B. Tennis, and A. V. 
L inkletter, and Streets, composed of 
C. W. Larrison, John N achant, and 
C. M. G epfert. 
Then at the luncheon a t which 
there was m ore than tw enty present 
Mr. Brown informed those present 
of the difficulties of granting the 
requests m ade by the C athedral City 
C ham ber of Commerce, ow ing to the 
fact the highw ay through the village 
being 80 feet wide is oniy 4 feet 
w ider than the standard usable clear 
roadw ay set as necessary by the 
state. 
W ork on the highway covered by 
appropriations for the next tw o years 
cannot start until July w hen the 
funds become available and final 
surveys and m aps will be m ade. At 
th at tim e needs should be form­ 
ulated and in the engineer’s hands 
so comm unity needs can be coordi­ 
nated w ith state necessity. 
The village request is for a defi­ 
nite designated width of sidewalk 
on an established grade throughout 
th e half mile through the village and 
then perm ission to plant and m ain­ 
tain ornam ental trees such as park- 
ensonias along the sidew alk curb 
providing a 
canvass of highway 
property ow ners indicate such plant­ 
ings are w anted. 
W hile there seems to be som e con­

These gentlemen under the 
leadership of Mr. Henderson crossed 
the boundary at Mexicali, turned 
south and west on the road to Baja, 


base of Signal m ountain thense 17 
miles across the great dry bed of 
Laguna Salada to a series of canyons 
in the coast range of the Sierra 
Juarez. 
The first canyon explored was 
C antu named for a former Mexican 
governor. 
O ur W ashington palms 
growing in this canyon are notable 
because of the peculiar form ation of 
outline of planting that has given 
rise to the theory the palms were 
planted by man. 
In another portion 
of the canyon a group of palm s 
formed a composite and in this oasis 
a huge pair of grinding holes in 
a rock proved to be a prim itive mill 
for reducing ore to a screened finess 
to form an am algurn to recover the 
gold content. 
Pottery was found here but most 
interesting 
w as 
the 
petroglyphs 
found by Dr. Woodward. These a n ­ 
cient Indian carvings were well p re­ 
served. 
The most strenuous “hike” was 
up the canyon de los Palm as Azules 
w hich is north of Cantu. 
Back in 
this canyon occur with one excep­ 
tion the furtherest north known n a t­ 
ural grow th of the Mexican Blue 


Palm s (glaucothea arm ata) none of 
them occuring naturally in C ali­ 
fornia. 
Much broken pottery was found 
and other evidence of native ac- 
tivify. 
To a foreigner, a novel sight along 
these old trails w ere the piles of 
stones that have a pious significance 
but were so practical an idea th at 
none of th e group passed w ithout 
adding a stone picked 
from 
the 
trail. 
Dr. W oodward unw ittingly kept 
the party near his heels for during 
rest stops he recounted in the most 
interesting m anner various bits of 
ancient and 
near modern history 
th at concerns the southwest. 
His articles appear in the D esert 
Magazine and is one of the reasons 
th at Randall Henderson is m aking 
a pronounced success of his publi­ 
cation.

One day this week Frank Part­ 
ridge. Jr.. local commercial, press, 
and publicity photographer, showed
